New Camera Device Aids 
In Making Storm Scenes 


Gyro-Eccentric Pendulum Enables Shots of Rolling, 
Pitching Ship at Sea 


The gyro-eccentric pendulum camera is the latest movie 
gadget. It is designed to film scenes on a rocking, pitching 
ship at sea and got its first practical test during the mak- 
ing of ‘‘Once A Doctor,’’ a First National picture featuring 


Donald Woods and Jean Muir which comes to the 
area ae PIES Theatre on... 


With the gyro-eccentrie pendu- 
lum camera scenes can be filmed 
on a smoothly-sailing ship with 
a real storm movement obtained. 
By opposite adjustment, the ap- 
parent motion can be reduced to 
any degree required. 

The device is like the old pen- 
dulum camera, in which a heavy 


lead weight at the end of a rod 
keeps the camera vertical—on a 


ball-and-socket rest above _ it, 
despite the motion of a deck on 
which the tripod rests. 

The new device, however, re- 
volves the weight, which is in 
the form of a big dise of lead. 
The rod which forms the axis of 
this revolution can be placed in 
the center of the circular dise or 


moved away from it to place the 
axis off-center any degree. 


Some form of pendulum camera 
must be used on ship scenes be- 
cause a camera on rigid supports 


on a moving deck would not re- 
cord this motion, since it would 
be moving itself at an equal pace 
and in the same direction.

For a picture in which most of 
the action occurs around hospi- 
tals on land, “Once A Doctor,” 
the First National film featur- 
ing Jean Muir and Donald 
Woods, is a very boaty film.

PUT LOBBY TO WORK 


There are many ways in which your lob- 
by can be made to sell tickets for you, 
without trying to sell “Once A Doctor’ 
as a hospital picture. Here are sugges- 
tions: 

(1) Dress your cashier as a nurse and 
your attendants as internes. 

(2) Contact child welfare clinics and try 
to have special examinations in office lob- 
by. All you need is to partition off a little 
space and have the clinic baby weighing 
apparatus moved over. 

(3) You'll probably be able to locate a 
blood pressure measuring machine. If it 
doesn’t conflict with local laws, have an 
attendant operate the machine free. If it 
does, use a scale or chest expansion gauge. 
(4) Lobby contest can be run with a mini- 
mum of trouble by rigging up a box and 
invite spectators to write the factors in 
the picture that impressed them most. 
Prizes for best three. 

(5) Some exhibitors will wish to mount 
a miniature scenic clinic on their mar- 
quees. It can be done at very little cost 
by your house artist. 


STREET BALLYS 


(1) A couple of good looking girls, 
dressed in nurses’ uniforms can patrol 
the streets, bearing signs: “We're going 
to the Strand to find a man who was 
‘Once A Doctor’.” 

(2) A private ambulance, one of which 
is usually available, will make a unique 
sound truck if fitted with an amplifying 
apparatus, the kind many electricians 
can install. Properly dressed man and 
woman can step out at busy corners and 
distribute heralds to the gazers. 

(3) If there’s a livery stable in your city, 
you can rent an old fashioned buggy and 
hitch a good horse to it. One of your em- 
ployees dressed as a doctor can drive 
slowly through the streets. Buggy should 
be properly placarded to plug picture. 
(4) Perhaps you are located in a sea port 
where the ocean element appeals. If so, 
borrow a breeches-buoy outfit from the 
local coast guard station, and have a 
stuffed dummy ride back and forth 
across the street in front of your theatre. 
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MANY NEW TIE-UPS 


Of course you use tie-up stills and co-ad 
mats. But “Once A Doctor” opens up 
new avenues. In addition to the usual 
store windows contact: 

BOOK STORES — Many interesting 
“doctor” books have been published re- 
cently. A window display embellished 
with stills should bring results to both 
you and the merchant. 

DRUG STORES—Stills of scenes from 
the picture shown in conjunction with 
special windows featuring products of 
big drug manufacturers will be both in- 
teresting and productive. 

BEAUTY SHOPS—Stills of Jean Muir 
as both a blonde and a red head will at- 
tract much attention. 

DRESS SHOPS—You can go to town 
with Jean Muir stills, for she’s turned on 
the glamour and she sure has it. 


PRESCRIPTION CARDS 


Supply patrons with locally prepared 
cards on which they write the name and 
address of friends. You stamp and mail 
cards when left with ushers. On card 
have a big medical “Rx” and print: 
An evening of thrills, romance, drama 
and action: Take in one sitting at the 
Strand Theatre on (date) and cure those 
dull moments. When you see Jean Muir 
and Donald Woods in “Once A Doctor” 
you'll thank me for sending you this pre- 
scription. 


USE YOUR TELEPHONE 


Don’t be afraid to contact associations 
which might be interested either in bene- 
fits or theatre parties. Check over the list 
of available organizations: 

Visiting Nurses Association; County 
Medical Society; Hospital Aid Societies ; 
Red Cross Home Service; City and 
County Health Departments; Hospitals; 
Baby Clinics; Nurses Registries. 

To organizations of nurses, you might 
point out that Warner Bros., who immor- 
talized their profession in ‘White 
Angel” have once more given them a 
boost in “Once A Doctor.” 


You'll want to run a contest—either in 
co-operation with your newspaper or ra- 
dio station, or independently. Reading 
the synopsis immediately brings out the 
possibilities, but for the busy exhibitor, 
here are a few important ones listed: 

(1) Publish stills of Jean Muir from her 
earlier pictures and have fans identify 
film and role. She made a big hit in “As 
the Earth Turns” and “Dr. Monica” as 
well as in “A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream.” Set of four stills available. 
Order from Campaign Plan Editor, 321 
West 44th St., New York City. 

(2) Donald Woods made a hit with Paul 
Muni in “The Story of Louis Pasteur.” 
Now he’s a doctor again. Run a story 
about a missing doctor, giving him the 
character name and publish Wood’s de- 
scription. Start the town hunting for the 
missing medico and on opening day an- 
nounce that he’ll be in at your theatre, 
etc. Award prize to local doctor most 
nearly like Woods in appearance, etc. 
(3) Offer prize for best copy of famous 
painting “The Doctor” drawn by grade 
or high school student. Display a few in 
lobby. Physiology teachers can also be in- 
terested in an essay contest on “What My 
Doctor Means to Me,” etc. 

(4) Doctor-nurse romance always popu- 
lar. Reward best story sent in relating 
facts of local physician and nurse court- 
ship and marriage. 


START THEM DEBATING 


Schools, literary societies, cultural 
groups, medical and bar associations like 
to debate. You can suggest as a subject 
Resolved: That the medical profession 
has done more for civilization than the 
legal profession. Half an hour each eve- 
ning of run devoted to hearing one ex- 
ponent of each theory talk should prove 
popular. Audience applause selects win- 
ner of evening. Final night two most 
popular debaters vie.
